'Decatur Review^ the revenue depart­ 
ment has changed the ruling

reference to paym ent of taxes on 
corn raised in 1912, 
but sold 
in 
1913. 
Those who sold crops 
of 
1912 and; earlier years in 1913 and 
included 
the 
am ounts 
received 
therefor in their income tax returns 
will, it is presumed, get proper re­ 
bate a little later on. 
The plan now suggested is for the 
man to pay his income tax as as­ 
sessed, based on the return h e made, 
and then “dem and of the collector 
a refund for the amount, of income 
lax represented by the income deriv­ 
ed from such orops of 19112 and ear­ 
lier years, sold in 1913 and included 
In their 1913 return. 
In reply to one making inquiry, 
John L. Pickering, internal revenue 
collector for this district, has made 
the following reply:
